— Cole Porter, one of the 20th 
century's great composers of 
lyrics, writer, died 'Thursday 
night at a Santa Monica hospi- 
tal where he underwent kidney 
surgery Oct. 13. He was 71. 


Doctors said Porter "simply 


stopped breathing." They did 
not give an official cause of 
death but said Porter's general 
physical • condition 'even before 
he was admitted, to the hospital 
Sept. 22 for a routine checkup 
was poor.

Only his special nurse was at

"High Society." 


His was a familiar face in the 


cafe society circles of Europe 
and the United States. He was 
born a millionaire, made anoth- 
er 
fortune from a 
fabulously 


successful musical career, and 
was the close friend of scores of 
the world's celebrities. 


Porter's life was so uniformly 


successful that when Hollywood 
made a film of his life — "Night 
and Day," starring Cary Grant 
as Porter, in 1946 — script writ- 
ers had a hard time finding 
crises in his life to.sustain the 
story line. 


His hits were almost count- 


less. 


Among his 
better 
known 


songs: "Begin The Beguine," 
"What 
Is 
This Thing Called 


Love," "In 
The Still Of The 


Night." "I've Got You Under 
My Skin," "My Heart Belongs 
To Daddy," "You Do Something 
To Me," "You'd Be So Nice To

Love," "So In Love," "Wonder- 
bar," and "Don't Fence Me In." 


Porter was born in Peru, Ind., 


June 9, 1893 — but soon left for 
the opportunities to study at 
Yale and Harvard.

the U.S. entry — he joined the 
French Foreign Legion in Paris, 
later won a commission in the 
French artillery, and served at 
the front as an officer. 


In 1919 he and Linda 
Lee 


Thomas'were married in Paris. 
She 
was the daughter of a 


Louisville, Ky., banker, .William 
P. Lee. Porter's grandfather, 
J.O. Cole, who found coal on his 
Virginia timberlands, left him 
$1 million.

CONWAYi Ark. (AP) - Gov. 


Orval E. Ffliibus returned to the 
stump Thursday for the 
first 


time in his campaign against 
Winthrop Rockefeller and he 
showed he has not lost his flair 
for appealing directly to Voters. 


Bis speeches to crowds on 


courthouse squares at Mountain 
View, Heber Springs, Clinton 
and Conway were well - stirred 
mixtures of review of past ac- 
complishments, promises for the 
future and attacks on Rockefel- 
ler. 


His theme was clear. He told 


each audience: "You have noth> 
ing in common with the multi- 
millionaire candidate." 


Few of his charges against 


Rockefeller were new. He told 
his largest and most enthusiastic 
audience at Conway that Rocke- 
feller had blocked appointment 
of a "fine Republican lawyer to 
a federal judgeship"for person- 
al reasons. 


He did not identify the lawyer, 


except to say he .was from Little 
Rock, but he said the Rockefel- 
ler family threatened to with- 
hold a $200,000 contribution from 
the Republican national cam- 
paign fund if President Eisen- 
hower made the appointment. 
Other sources said the man was 
Osro Cobb, U.S. attorney in Ar- 
kansas during the Eisenhower 
administration. 
' 


Faubus also said at Conway 


that Rockfeller advised Eisen- 
hower to send federal troops to 
Little Rock in the 1957 desegre- 
gation crisis, but he has said

Thursday was a 12-hour day. 


He started at 9 a.m. with taping 
of a 30-minute television and 
radio talk which was boradcast 
at 8:30 p.m., a few minutes 
after he finished his speech at 
Conway. 


"I'll be on television in a few 


minutes with a different talk 
from the work you heard," he 
said. "Go home and listen to 
it." 


But he forgot to remind his 


audiences at Mountain View 
and Heber Springs about the 
television talk. He. remembered 
at Clinton only because a cam- 
paign aide reminded him. 


Faubus made . basically the 


same speech at each stop, but 
le tailored sections to the aud- 
ences. He used more colloquial 
speech .in the mountain towns 
and he talked more about wel- 
are benefits because his listen- 
ers were mostly elderly persons. 


But at each place he said he 
elt he was better qualified to 
serve as governor than "a New 
York Yankee who is a former 
playboy." 


He told about 250 persons at 


Heber Springs that keeping the 
state moving economically was 
like driving a wagon through a 
mudhole. 


"You can get through all right 


if you don't stop in the middle," 
he said. "We can't afford to stop 
now and teach Rockefeller how 
to run the state government." 


He ended each speech with a 


story about how his father used 
to refer to any wealthy man as 
being "as rich as 
Rockefeller 


or Jay Gould." 


"I never expected to see a 


Rockefeller, much less be run- 
ning against one for governor," 
he said. 


And he told his listeners that 


the Rockefeller family fortune 
was accumulated through the 
"sweat of working men." 


"It's good money," he said 


"It spends real well. So if he 
offers you any of it to work for 
him or to vote for him, take it. 
But on Nov. 3 vote for you own 
best interest by voting for me." 


Faubus spoke from the bed of 


a pickup truck at Clinton and 
he said the only way he could 
catch the Rockefeller campaign 
organization was for "people 
like you to go out and work for 
me voluntarily, because you be- 
lieve in me." 


Several persons in the crowd 


at Mountain View wore Rocke- 
feller hats. Spotting them, Fau- 
bus said, his voice rising:"The 
worst fooled man you'll' ever 
see is a poor mountaineer with 
a Rockefeller sticker 
on his 


car." He got a good reaction to 
this remark and he used it at 
each stop, changing "poor moun- 
taineer" to "poor man" in flat- 
land Conway. 


Time .and again he talked 


about "the common people." He 
said he understood the problems 
of the common people because 
he was one of them. He said 
Rockefeller, 
being born rich, 


could never understand these' 
problems. 


And he said at Clinton that so 


far in the campaign Rockefeller 
has offered 
"nothing for the 


people of Arkansas, no change 
for the better." 


"Rockefeller says it's time for 


a'change," he said. "A change 
to what. You can change two 
ways — for better or worse." 


He said the only answer Rock- 


efeller was offering to various 
problems was 
a promise to 


study them. "I don't have to 
study them," he said. "I'm fa- 
miliar with them. I don't have 
to study welfare because I re- 
member when the welfare sys- 
tem was created." 


In the television talk, he said 


that Rockefeller, being accus- 
tomed to having plenty of mon- 
ey to spend, might seek a tax 
increase to be sure that he had 
plenty of money for state ser- 
vices. 


"There's no record of any 


rich man who ever used his own 
wealth to solve the financial 
problems of government," Fau- 
bus said. 


He also charged that the 


Rockefeller forces are . saying 
that he (Faubus) has an incur- 
able illness and won't live to 
finish his term. 


"If I have such a malady, I 


don't know about it," be said. 
"And if I do die, Lt. Gov.Na- 
than Gordon would take over 
and he would be a better gov- 
ernor than Rockefeller." 


The governor started the tele- 


vision talk by saying, "The pro- 
gress of the past is not suffic- 
ient. We must look to the future. 
He painted a rosy future for the 
state under a sixth Faubus ad-
